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EDITORIAL — 


Rhodesia: Who are the Guilty Men? 


The sanction busting scandal by the Shell and BP oil companies 
(first revealed by TV researcher, and former Searchlight editor 
Gerry Gable) reflects Britain’s dual standards towards the illegal 
Smith regime. 

Calls to the United Nations to support international sanctions 
have been accompanied by a policy of “turning the blind eye” 
towards illegal measures to sustain the Smith regime, and the massive 
British investments in the South African apartheid regime. 

In Rhodesia itself we are now seeing the development of war at its 
cruelest with its many innocent victims, but the real guilt for this 
situation must be placed firmly where it belongs, with those who 
engaged in a conspiracy of silence ten years ago and have maintained 
it since. They, and they alone, gave Ian Smith the go ahead. 

As the rats leave a sinking ship and flee in increasing numbers from 
Rhodesia, the documents are starting to appear in increasing numbers, 
showing the extent to which people in high places in British business 
and political circles were involved, in actively ensuring the successful 
breaking of the International embargo on trade with Rhodesia. 

The defence of the racist regimes of Southern Africa contrasts 
sharply with the abysmal failure to defend the Black and Asian 
communities in Britain from racist violence and propaganda on an 
unprecedented scale. 

But what is equally obvious is the kid glove handling of the “high 
and mighty” who have been involved in this massive cover up and 
sanction busting operation. Already it is being pointed out that even 
if anyone is brought before the courts, the maximum sentences will 
only involve relatively short terms of imprisonment and fines. 

Jorge Jardim, Salazar’s special envoy in Mozambique, who also 
ran the oil company for the Portugese colonial regime, has been quite 
open about British involvement over the years. He has made it clear 
that there was no attempt to hide the fact and the evidence was 
readily available. He put in in a nutshell when he said: “If everyone 
in the oil business out there (Mozambique) knew what was going 
on, so did the British Government’. 

With the publication of the Bingham report we see once more the 
ground being laid for the sacrificial offering of the minnows, whilst 
the big fish swim away. But despite that intention the issue will not 
lie down or fade away, those that have sewn the seeds will reap the 
whirlwind. 

The finger is now being pointed at Harold Wilson by some of his 
former colleagues and no doubt the acrimony will increase as more 
facts emerge. But in the final analysis, it looks as though a lot of 
people have been taken for a ride once more on the sacred altar of 
investments uber alles. 


The Biko Family 


The South African Security Force’s murder of Steve Biko, an act 
that was met with revulsion throughout the world, was apparently 
not enough for that vicious racist regime. They have now decided to 
arrest several members of the Biko family. 

That fact, and the sickening story of torture and violence against 
Black prisoners now emerging from South Africa, at the trial of six 
members of the police force, is an added indictment of those power- 
ful and influential companies and their political backers, who have 
done everything in their power to maintain such regimes. 


THE RAVINGS OF FUHRER 





TYNDALL 


John Tyndall’s article ‘The Zionist lie machine 
does its worst’ in the August Spearhead is a classic 
of its kind. It demonstrates in all its ugliness the 
strange brew which comprises the outlook of the 
NF chairman: lies, lunacy and Nazi ideology. 

Tyndall likes to project himself publicly as a 
restrained, even urbane, man of the world. However 
this facade cracks in the face of the slightest 
pressure. 

His reactions to Granada’s World in Action 
programme are a case in point. This excellent 
programme revealed clearly the violence and 
Nazism of the Front. Not only has the programme 
almost certainly dealt a serious blow to the Front’s 
prospective vote at the next General Election, but 
it has also affected morale within the party. 

No wonder Tyndall is furious. 

Firstly his article contains a number of straight- 
forward falsehoods. He suggests that Granada’s 
request for him to appear on the show came 
completely out of the blue. 

“It’s producer rang our office one day and an- 
nounced himself as a Mr Brian Lapping. Would 
Tyndall be prepared to give an interview? etc, etc.” 

Searchlight asked Brian Lapping to comment on 
some of the specific allegations made by Tyndall. 
Although we didn’t find him too forthcoming and 
he refused to go into details, for reasons best 
known to himself, a number of points emerged 
that are of interest. 

It appears that Lapping’s phone call to the 
Front was not, as Tyndall claims, a bolt out of the 
blue. There had already been an exchange of 
correspondence and phone calls, and negotiations 
(conducted by other members of the World in 
Action team) had reached an advanced stage. 

Tyndall then goes on to describe his visit, 
accompanied by Martin Webster and Richard 
Verrall, to Granada’s London studios. There, 
according to Spearhead, Tyndall makes the 
‘reasonable’ demand that his interview should 
be transmitted uncut in full. 

Such a demand makes a mockery of the normal 
procedures of television film interviewing; it would 
have been rejected by any TV company, no matter 
who had made it. 

With the interview off, Tyndall claims that a 
new deai was offered: 


“Instead of a filmed interview he would send me a written 
summary of what the programme intended to say against 
us and would accept my written replies. As previously 
offered, about 4 minutes would be allowed in the broad- 
cast for these replies. To these terms we agreed. The 
written summary was duly received and I encapsulated 


my replies into 3% minutes, thus allowing no scope Us 
editing out — or so I thought! In the event no more than 
1 minute was given to these replies in the broadcast 
version. 


Again Tyndall is being somewhat less than frank. 
There was no agreement, according to our infor- 
mation, that his written replies would be broadcast 
for 4 minutes. 

Moreover, from what we have been able to 
ascertain, Tyndall forgets to mention that Granada 
apparently sent about twelve specific questions for 
him to answer, the first four of which we learn, 
related to Tyndall’s Nazi past and the letter he 
wrote to the American Nazi William Pierce (see 
Searchlight, 38). 

In his ‘answers’ Tyndall lumped these four 
questions together in a “‘bland piece of waffle”’. 

Another matter ignored by Tyndall in his 
Spearhead piece is the Verrall-typewriter affair. He 
doesn’t comment on World in Action’s forensic 
evidence that Richard Verrall and Richard Harwood 
(the pseudonym of the author of the anti-Semitic 
Did Six Million Really Die?) share the same type- 
writer (and handwriting). Instead Tyndall talks of 
the letter of complaint he has written to the 
Independent Broadcasting Authority. 

Forensic experts are now saying that this letter 
too has probably been typed on the offending 
typewriter. 

Those familiar with the NF will not be surprised 
by the direction Tyndall’s lies take him. The title 
of his article sets the tone. 

The whole business, it seems, has added further

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fuel to Tyndall’s paranoid obsession: anti-Semitism. 
He describes his reaction on entering the TV 

studio: 
“On arriving we were shown into a studio in which the 
programme personel present might have deceived us into 
thinking they were part of the congregation of the local 
synagogue. One glance at Mr Lapping was enough to 
convince us that his ancestors originated in lands far 


from those where Saxon yeomen and bowmen were 
bred.” 


And when Brian Lapping went to discuss Tyn- 
dall’s unreasonable demands with colleagues, 
Tyndall seriously wondered “whether ‘this con- 
sultation’ was with Lord Bernstein, the Jewish 
Board of Deputies, B’nai B’rith, the Israeli Govern- 
ment or the Learned Elders of Zion”’. 

Worries about Tyndall’s mental health increase 
when it is learnt that most of the sixteen people 
in the studio were non-Jews. 

Tyndall’s personal paranoia coincides with his 
Nazi belief in a world Jewish conspiracy. He is 
firmly convinced that the World in Action pro- 
gramme was part of this conspiracy: 


‘To most of us the chance is given only to read about 
conspiracy and then-to relate it to other events we read 
about. Here I was afforded the chance to get one small 
glimpse of this conspiracy first hand.” 

“Each of us could feel only that he was facing something 
satanic, the aura of dark subversive forces being over- 


whelming. Here in the alien eyes surrounding us on all 
sides was the world revolution.” 


These are not just signs of clinical insanity. More 
importantly they reveal the deadly essence of Nazi 
ideology. 

~ Norman Cohn, in his book Warrant for Genocide, 
has discussed in detail why the Nazis should have 
systematically exterminated Jews. Together with 
the belief in an Aryan racial destiny and a world 
Jewish conspiracy, there was also a mystical belief 
that Jews are “demonic beings disguised as human 
beings” (p.187). 

Thus Tyndall’s ravings about satanic reptiles 
echo the ravings of Hitler. And Tyndall, like Hitler 
before him, seems to deny that his imagined 
enemies are truly human: 


“T have played back a tape-recording of the broadcast 
several times since it took place and I am struck by the 
voice of the narrator. It is not a normal human voice; 
it is a voice that belongs to the catacombs, to dank 
subterranean alleys.” (It was in fact the voice of a well 
known presenter of childrens programmes). 


Tyndall might try to claim, as he does in this 
Spearhead article, that he has changed his opinions 
from his openly Nazi days. But scratch the surface, 
and out come all the old Nazi obsessions in an 
uncontrolled outburst of vicious hatred. 


FASCISTS STEP UP ANTI-JEWISH ATTACK 


There has been a significant increase in the number 
of attacks recently on the Jewish community that 
reflect the growing anti-Semitic campaign of the 
various fascist organisations. 

In the last week of July Simon Conway, a 
journalist in the Leeds office of the Jewish Gazette 
was physically attacked when locking up the 
office. He had previously received a number of 
threatening telephone calls, many of them occurring 
when he was working late prior to copy date. 

On the night in question a car drove past the 
office about 8.00pm and threw a lump of metal at 
the window, but fortunately didn’t reach its target. 

After sending for the police and reporting the 
incident, Simon Conway went home. He returned 
to the office at 11.00pm in order to collect some 
papers he needed for the morning. When he left the 
office a few moments later he was struck over the 
head with what was probably a lump of wood. As 
he fell he was able to get a good look at his assailant 
whom he described as being in his early twenties, 
well built with curly hair. 

On the weekend following the showing of the 
film Holocaust, September 9/10, a number of 
attacks took place on Jewish premises. In Man- 
chester there were attacks on the offices of both 
Jewish papers, the Jewish Gazette and the Jewish 
Telegraph, Mamlock House and a synagogue, which 
resulted in a number of windows being broken. 
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In Leeds the Jewish cemetery at New Farley, 
Pudsey, was desecrated during the early hours of 
Saturday morning. The words Juden and NSDAP 
(the initials of Hitler’s Nazi Party) and swastikas 
were daubed on gravestones and the door of the 
prayer hourse in yellow paint. Apparently the 
Jewish Community leaders in Leeds failed to learn 
the lessons of Holocaust and decided to play down 
the attacks. They informed Searchlight that ‘‘they 
didn’t wish to alarm the community’’, and even 
refused the Jewish Gazette permission to reproduce 
a photograph of the desecrated cemetery, which 
was copyrighted by the local Jewish Ex-Service 
Association. 

These physical manifestations have been accom- 
panied by the appearance of anti-Semitic stickers, 
the distribution of anti-Semitic literature and 
letters to the press either questioning the murder 
of six million Jews, and indeed the millions of non- 
Jewish victims of the Nazi regime, or charging the 
Allies with hypocrisy with “‘selecting and singling 
out” Hitler Germany. 

This is all linked with the latest campaign that 
has been launched against the Nuremberg War 
Crime Trials by the international fascist move- 
ment and the publication of a new pamphlet 
on Nuremberg by “Richard Harwood’’, which we 
will be dealing with at length in the next issue of 
Searchlight. 


American Killers - British Connection 


Assassin James Earl Ray has in the last few months 
once more come into the limelight. The United 
States Senate has started to examine the possibility 
that both President Kennedy and Martin Luther 
King’s murders were not the work of lone cranks, 
but the result of some form of conspiracy. 

James Earl Ray now serving a life sentence for 
the killing of Dr King some ten years ago, has 
forthrightly protested his innocence and has told 
both the hearings and journalists that he is the 
victim of a frame up. In other words like Lee 
Harvey Oswald he was manipulated into a deal that 
ended in murder without his full knowledge of 
what was going on. 

Ray is a criminal from the deep South of the 
USA but now he is being presented in some circles 
as the victim rather than aggressor. He is represented 
at the hearings by a well known American Lawyer 
Mark Lane, who’s previous main claim to fame was 
a book Rush to Judgement that condemned the 
Warren Committee’s findings oyer the Kennedy 
assassination. 

There is no doubt however, that the Senators 
at the hearings and most reasonable people are 
agreed that Ray was the man whose finger was 
on the trigger of the gun that fired the fatal shot 
that day in Memphis. Martin Luther King had 
drawn the attention of most racist groups in 
America, as well as the disdain of the late head of 
the FBI Edgar J. Hoover. For years Hoover spread 
lies about Dr King’s private life and his sexual 
habits, and a story that King was suspected of 
being a Moscow backed Communist. Whilst King’s 
private life was his own affair there is no evidence 
to indicate that he had any Communist associations. 

During the hearings of the Senate Assassination

Committee during August the question of Ray’s 
flight to England after the killing came up once 
more. 

After Dr King was killed Ray went on the run 
and it is clear that he must have had outside help. 
He crossed into Canada and then came to London, 
where the British Police have long suspected that 
he pulled a bank raid. He then went to Portugal, 
still a fascist country, and tried to get to South 
Africa from there. This failed, and Ray came 
back to London. He was then detained by Scotland 
Yard officers in co-operation with FBI men and 
was eventually sent back to face trial. 

It would appear that no one has ever tried to 
establish why Ray chose to visit London, not once, 
but twice. 

Could it be for the same reason that so many 
Fascist and Nazis on the run have passed through 
London, including the Italian MP still wanted in 
connection with the murder of a Young Italian 
anti-fascist, and now hiding in Spain (See Search- 
light July/August 1976). 

When the Senate Commission reconvenes in 
November, Ray’s visit may be more fully explained, 
because now the Senators have been informed 
by the investigating officers that Ray’s brother 
Norman was once strongly associated with The 
National States Rights Party, America’s biggest 
racist group and a body with strong links with the 
extreme Right in this country. The fact is that as 
early as 1959 and 1960 International Neo-Nazi and 
racist camps were being held in this country by 
the National Labour Party and White Defence 
League. Sometimes they were called together by 
The North European Ring, an organisation closely 
associated with one-time Nazi boss Colin Jordan. 
The merger of the NLP and WDL in 1960 as the 
British National Party led to two more camps, 
one in Kent and one in Norfolk on the estate of 
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Rockwell at Downing Street. 


Andrew Fountain, then BNP boss and today a 
senior official of the National Front. 

At all of these camps representatives of Euro- 
pean and US groups were present. On a tape of one 
such gathering John Tyndall can be heard singing 
vile anti Jewish songs. The strains of ‘Dixie’ also 
ring out from the Americans present. 

Yo the present day the strong links between 
Fountain, Tyndall and Jordan and the Americans 
have been maintained as we have pointed out in 
many past issues of Searchlight. 

But we now firmly believe that the US States 
Rights Party were able to promise James Earl Ray 
a safe conduct through London and shelter here if 
needed after he gunned down Dr King in cold 
blood. 

The photo on the previous page was taken in 
1960 and shows in the front Robert Lyons, a

leading member of the States Rights Party with 
men who were then in the BNP and are now in the 
National Front and Column 88. It was at such 
meetings the links were forged between such people. 

Two years later American Nazi boss Lincoln 
Rockwell was able to enter this country illegally 
and attended top level meetings with British and 
European Nazis and sign the Cotswold agreement 
that led to international co-operation between 
them. 

Rockwell was able to travel openly in London 
despite claims that the Police were searching for him 
high and low, he went as far as to pose for photos 
outside the old Scotland Yard building and Downing 
Street and Buckingham Palace before going home. 

Searchlight awaits with interest the evidence of 
Norman Ray to the hearing, maybe he will shed 
more light on his brother’s London contacts. 


COLIN JORDAN TO ATTEMPT 
TO FORM NEW PARTY? 


Former British Nazi leader, Colin Jordan, obviously 
thinks sufficient time has elapsed, to erase the 
indignity of being found guilty, and fined, for 
stealing red knickers from Marks and Spencers, 
and is apparently contemplating making a political 
come back. 

He seems to have taken the decision following 
his recent fall out with British Movement leader 
Michael McLaughlin, who he has always seen as a 
temporary occupant in the driving seta of the party 
he (Jordan) founded in 1968. 

McLaughlin had other ideas however, particularly 
in view of the fact that the literature and cassette/ 
record sales through British Patriot Publications 
have grown considerably, and are a lucrative source 
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of income. 

This left Jordan out in the cold and he started to 
build new alliances, as a result he was seen not 
infrequently in the company of Eddie Morrison, 
former leader of the now defunct Leeds thug 
group, the British National Party. 

He has also gone full circle and resumed his 
relationship with his former body-guard, Robert 
‘martyr’ Relf. 

In order to make contacts for his contemplated 
new party, Jordan advertised an anti-Semitic 
leaflet in League Review in the hope that he could 
build up a contact list, and persuade a percentage 
to join his faded “‘old guard’’ to form yet another 
Nazi grouplet. 





Racism does not begin and end with the National 
Front. This should be borne in mind, lest too much 
is read into the recent electoral failures of the 
Front and the growth of the Anti-Nazi League. 

The plain fact is that there would still be funda- 
mental problems, even if the National Front were 
to collapse tomorrow and its leaders scuttled back 
to the lunatic fringes of politics. 

A party such as the National Front does not 
develop out of thin air. The conditions, which have 
enabled the Front to capture over a hundred 
thousand votes in London alone, still exist. For 
this reason the dangers of racist politics continue 
to be extremely potent. 

Firstly it needs to be recognised that there is 
widespread racial prejudice in Britain. In the last 
ten years this has been confirmed by numerous 
public opinion questionnaires. 

For instance in the late sixties the Institute 
of Race Relations commissioned a mammoth 
survey into racial attitudes. The results indicated 
that roughly two-thirds of the British public 
expressed prejudiced attitudes about West Indians 
and Asians. 

This figure has remained constant in the inter- 
vening years. In a survey published a couple of 
years ago in New Society, Alan Marsh produced 
similar results. Moreover Marsh indicated that 
about ten per cent of whites are pathologically 
hostile to blacks. When asked to rate their sympathy 
with blacks on a scale of zero to a hundred, one in 
ten respondents gave the minimum zero reply. 

Similarly over the years, the public opinion 
surveys have indicated that over eighty per cent of 
the public believe that ‘‘too many immigrants have 
been let into the country”’. 

Such findings contradict the assumption that the 
British public is overwhelmingly tolerant. This 
widespread incidence of prejudice has enabled 
racist attitudes to be converted into racist practice; 
British society has been shown to be riddled by 
consistent acts of racial discrimination. 

The report entitled The facts of racial dis- 
advantage, published by PEP in 1976, has demon- 
strated just how much discrimination the West 
Indian and Asian communities have to endure in 
Britain today. 

For instance, despite the passing of several 
Race Relations Acts, there is substantial dis- 
crimination in jobs. The PEP report showed that 
Asians and West Indians seeking unskilled and 
semi-skilled jobs face discrimination in no less than 
46 per cent of cases, when they apply in person. 

‘What is more, discrimination does not end 
when a West Indian or Asian manages to find 
employment. The statistics show that West Indians 
and Asians are more poorly paid than whites, even 
when doing comparable work. This differential

affects blacks in professional and managerial jobs, 
just as much as those in semi-skilled and unskilled 
employment. 

The discrimination is so great at a professional 
level, that the PEP report commented: 


‘We find that Asians and West Indians with particular 
academic qualifications tend to be at much lower job 
levels than whites with equivalent qualifications, to such 
an extent that academic qualifications are of little value 
to the minorities in enabling them to obtain better paid 
jobs, whereas they are extremely valuable to whites.” 


One should not be too surprised that discrimi- 
nation abounds. After all discrimination is enshrined 
in the laws of the land. Successive Commonwealth 
Immigration Acts, although tortuously worded to 
avoid mentioning colour directly, have the sole aim 
of barring would-be coloured immigrants. 

Politicians of all parties have justified these 
unpleasant Acts, as being necessary responses to 
public opinion. 

Whilst this claim is highly debateable, neverthe- 
less public opinion polls have registered widespread 
concern about immigration. For instance a poll 
conducted by MORI earlier this year revealed that 
‘immigration’ is though to be the third most 
important problem facing Britain today, after 
unemployment and prices. 

Certainly recent history has shown how the 
unscrupulous politician can exploit fears and racial 
prejudice. 

Just how easily this can be done was dramatically 
illustrated ten years ago by Enoch Powell. Before 
he made his notorious ‘rivers of blood speech’ only 
one per cent of the population favoured Powell as 
the leader of the Conservative Party. Immediately 
after the speech, this figure shot up to 24 per cent. 

To the credit of the Conservative Party at that 
time there was no attempt to cash in on Powell’s 
instant popularity. In fact Powell was dismissed 
from the shadow cabinet. 

However there were always voices within the 
Conservative Party which regretted this turn of 
events. The right-wing, despising the ‘liberalism’ of 
Heath, saw no sense in leaving the message of 
racialism to the National Front. 

With the growth of the National Front these 
voices have become more insistent. Right-wingers 
such as Ronald Bell regretted that the National 
Front were taking votes which the Tories might 
have attracted with a ‘harder line on immigration’. 
In order to compete for the racist vote, he has 
consistently advocated “‘taking the wind out of the 
National Front’s sails’’. 

Individual Conservative constituency parties 
have also tried to appeal to racist sentiments. At 
the moment there is a battle in the Conservative 
Party of Halifax over the choice of Councillor 
Raymond Pearson as parliamentary candidate. 
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Hoping to overturn a Labour majority of 4,000, 
the Conservatives have selected a candidate whose 
forthright views on race are well known; Pearson 
twice stood at local elections as a candidate for 
the British Campaign to Stop Immigration, an 
organisation which co-operated closely with the 
National Front in the early 1970s. 

The Conservatives of Halifax are learning the 
pitfalls of racist politics. Like many others involved 
in racist politics, ex-wrestler Pearson lacks the gen- 
teel graces normally associated with Conservative 
candidates. In fact he has a criminal record, having 
served a term of imprisonment for receiving stolen 
goods in 1969. 

What is depressing is that the Halifax Con- 
servatives seem to be concerned only by their 
candidate’s criminal record. This is behind the 
moves to replace him. On the other hand, Pearson’s 
racialist record is seen as a bonus in his favour and 
a good vote-catcher. 

We can expect this sort of incident to happen 
increasingly in the future. Margaret Thatcher is 
clearly determined to lead a different kind of 
Conservative Party than Edward Heath. By her 


remarks about Britain being ‘swamped’ by immi- 
grants, she has given her seal of approval to the sort 
of populist racism represented by Councillor 
Pearson. 

Most significantly, when she made her remarks, 
Thatcher seemed to be going down the road 
recommended by Ronald Bell. She specifically 
talked about the votes gained by the National 
Front, and the necessity of wooing such voters to 
the Conservative cause. 

Like Powell before her, Thatcher found that 
appealing to racialist feelings can produce an 
immediate upsurge in the popularity ratings. Only 
this time there is no one to sack Thatcher from the 
shadow cabinet. 

The danger-signs are clear. The National Front 
has a serious rival in the game of racialist politics. 

It has been established that there is political 
mileage to be made out of racism in Britain today. 
Given this, the Conservatives under Thatcher might 
well be tempted to make a play for that squalid 
area of political life presently occupied by the 
National Front. 





Local Paper Exposes Fascist Forgeries 


The latest example of attempts to use the local 
press as a vehicle for fascist propaganda by using 
forged letters, comes from the Tottenham & 
Edmonton Weekly Herald. 

A lengthy letter.appeared on August 11 pur- 
porting to be from a Mr Alfred Rosenberg, who 
claimed to be a local Jewish immigrant who came 
to Britain in 1939 and gave an address in Beech- 
wood Avenue, N.13. 

In a style reminiscent of fabricated letters that 
have appeared in a number of local newspapers 
during the last 18 months (see Searchlight 34), it at 
first sight appeared to be hostile to the Front and 
British Movement, but was on closer examination 
a cleverly composed letter designed to put forward 
a number of points central to the propaganda of 
both these parties. 

For instance, when writing about Haringay 
council’s housing policy it infers the creation of 
Black ghettos in certain areas, and comments in a 
back handed way: “. . . many white people are 
prejudiced against people of other races, with the 
result that white home owners in Noel Park are 
selling up. Whether by intention or design, these 
homes too are becoming occupied by coloured 
families. 

“It must be a very short sighted policy for the 
Council to do this, because many houses have only 
two bedrooms and yet coloured families of Asian 
or West Indian origin tend to have very large 
families and will outgrow the small houses.” 

Elsewhere the letter writer mentions the ‘‘very 
strong and active NF branch in Haringay”’. 

When Coun. Susan Scales decided to check the 
address of ‘“‘Rosenberg’’ because of the allegations 
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about the area she represented, she found that no 
such person existed, but there was an Abraham 
Rosenberg in Beechwood Avenue who of course 
had nothing to do with the letter. 

The choice of the name “‘Alfred Rosenberg”’ was 
in itself revealing. He was a leading member of the 
Nazi regime and was considered to be a leading 
party theoritician and ‘‘intellectual”’. An obsessive 
anti-Semite, he was the author of Myth of the 20th 
Century, a rather turgid book on racial superiority, 
the mystical Aryan spirit and anti-Semitism. As a 
result of his activities Rosenberg was found guilty 
of war crimes at Nuremberg and executed. 

On Monday August 14, the Tottenham & 
Edmonton Weekly Herald received a letter sup- 
porting “Rosenberg” from a Joel Kosminsky of 
Ambhurst Park, Hackney. 

“J agree with Mr Rosenberg’s view that the 
National Front is dangerously strong in Haringay. 
The mere fact that this and the British Movement 
have such support lately proves that once stirred, 
the British people are every bit as capable of 
inciting racial hatred and committing atrocities 
as their German cousins.” 

The Weekly Herald immediately checked to find 
out if there was such a person as Joel Kosminsky 
and found that he did exist, but his name had been 
used without his knowledge. It was quite clear that 
his name and address had been used as part of a 
campaign to stir up racial antagonism in the area 
by using forged letters. 

On this occasion their efforts were foiled by the 
Coun. Scale and the Weekly Herald but it is obvious 
that these tactics of gross deception will be used 
again. 






Kensington Library was again the venue for a 
meeting organised by the League of St. George, 
held on Satuday September 9. Local ratepayers 
might like to know that this open Nazi umbrella 
organisation ran true to form with an hour long 
film show, consisting of three short films from 
Hitler Germany. 

The first was a propaganda film on Berlin in 
1936, followed by one of massed military parades 
in Berlin, and finally, German war-time newsreels 
of successes on the Eastern Front. 

National Front member Jim McIntyre then 
showed a ten minute film on this years inter- 
national fascist rally at Diksmuide, Belgium, and 
spoke afterwards about the feeling of unity he 
found there and the glory of the Flemish members 
of the Waffen SS. 

Amongst the literature on sale were US army 
manuals on unconventional warfare and the 
manufacturing of incendiary devices which were 
sold out very quickly. Also available was a picture 
book called National Socialist Leaders and plaster 
cast busts of Adolf Hitler. 

The majority of the 120 or so participants were 
members of the National Front, but there were 
also members of British Movement (including 
Peter Marriner), the small British United Party, the 
National Socialist Party (UK), and fringe fascists 
like Ian Millard who has recently formed yet 
another splinter group, the National Reorganisation 
Party (NRP), which is apparently planning to hold 
a public meeting at the Clarenden Hotel, Maida 
Vale, on November 11.

Dick Partridge who has been active in extreme- 
right wing activity in Rhodesia was also present, 
and full of talk about the strong possibility of a 
coup as the extreme-right gathers strength and 
influence in the forces. 

Another interesting participant was Eddie 
Morrison from Leeds, former leader of the defunct 
thug group, the British National Party, who is 
awaiting trial for assault. He was claiming that he 
had applied to rejoin the NF and had spoken to 
Tyndall who had indicated that he may well be 
readmitted in the near future. 

League leader, Keith Thompson referred to 
Diksmuide when he opened the meeting confirming 
what Searchlight has always claimed it to be: 
“Some people say it is a Nazi pilgrimage. Well it is”’. 

Thompson has recently moved to Iver, Bucks, 
where he lives at the home of one Douglas Harrison, 
a scientist who is an employee of the Ministry of 
Defence and writes in the fascist press under the 
name of Edwin Crawshaw. 

The Kensington Council has consistently turned 
down demands to refuse permission for such 
meetings to take place on their property. Very few 
people who live in Kensington can be aware that 
their library is being used by organisations that sell 
bomb making manuals and are so openly Nazi and 
racist. In recent years it has been the regular venue 
for Nazis from abroad and as a consequence of its 
availability the Kensington ratepayers have seen 
their public buildings become one of the key 
centres for the co-ordination of the fascist move- 
ment, both nationally and internationally.

All the accused claimed that they were defending

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THE NF ‘ACTION COMMITTEE’ 


FACT OR FICTION 





The London anti-fascist journal CARF has recently 
received documents purporting to be from an 
opposition group of branch organisers in the 
National Front, who are campaigning under the 
name of the “Action Committee” in order to get 
rid of both Tyndall and Webster. 

In a press release, CARF make the following 
comment: “The officials believe the party is so 
riddled with anti-Semitism, financial corruption 
and thugs that it has not got a hope of making any 
headway in the General Election. 

“Their plan is to link up with other more 
“respectable” right-wing elements to form a new 
crypto-fascist movement.”’ 

The big question however, is are these genuine 
documents? Do the contents fit in with the known 
facts about the internal conflicts in the National 
Front? 

So far two documents have been issued by the 
“Action Committee’’, the first claimed to have 
knowledge of the thug element responsible for 
racist attacks in Brick Lane and other areas, and 
made the point that unless the Front’s National 
Directorate took action against them, they (the 
Action Committee of London Branch Organisers) 
would hand over the names to the police. 

The Directorate did nothing and apparently 
neither did the “Action” Committee. 

Interestingly, only three pages were handed over 
to CARF, the fourth, the key one, apparently 
containing the signatures of the local organisers 
sending the protest document to the Front leader- 
ship, was missing.

A much more detailed document was later 
received, claiming to be the minutes of a meeting 
held at the Royal Bayswater Hotel, London, and it 
was this one that was the subject of the press 
release referred to earlier. Searchlight checked with 
the hotel to confirm that such a meeting took 
place, but we were told by the manager that there 
was no meeting on that date and furthermore they 
had no facilities for meetings, since their only 
room of any size was a small TV lounge. 

This was the first mystery to confront us with 
regard to the document, and a close analysis of its 
contents revealed many more. 

For instance the committee claimed that it 
represents the opposition of the majority of party 
organisers in the London area, and was now 
expanding on to a national basis. There is no 
evidence however of an organised opposition 
along the lines suggested in the document. On the 
contrary the majority of the London organisers 
are known to be loyal to Tyndall. It also claims 
that there were representatives present at the 


meeting from Sheffield and Leicester NF. All the 
evidence points against this being the case, certainly 
as far as Sheffield is concerned, since it has the 
reputation of having a hard line National Socialist 
leadership as the photograph of their branch 
leader Judge shows. 





Another curious feature is the way the document 
is laid out. It hardly looks like the work of the 
average NF branch organiser, but rather more like 
a journalists copy or at least the work of someone 
who is used to writing professionaly. Most people 
when they are writing up minutes tend to use up a 
sheet of paper. 


The section headed ‘Other Nationalist Organi- 
sations’ also contains some curious points. ““The 
secretary and others reported on exploratory talks 
with other Nationalist associations which were felt 
to be desirable in broadening the party’s outlook 
and strengthening electorial appeal’’. 

Who are these ‘“‘Nationalist”’ groups referred to 
who are not dedicated, like the NF itself, to Nazi 
ideals? They certainly can’t be referring to the 
Scottish and Welsh Nationalists who have both 
denounced the Front. The British Movement and 
the League of St. George are openly Nazi. Surely 
they can’t mean NAFF who have also made it 
quite clear that they want nothing to do with such 
an open racist organisation as the Front. Are they 
then hinting at the small New Britain Movement? 

If we exclude all those organisations we are only 
left with a number of tiny ineffectual splinter 
groups of no consequence. Is such an alliance 
likely to strengthen the Front’s electoral appeal? 

Probably the most puzzling thing about the 
‘Action Committee’ however, is the fact that our 
enquiries show that no one of significance in the 
Front seems to have heard of the committee or 
its activities. There are certainly many stresses and 
strains in the NF at both local and leadership level, 
as recent documents have revealed. 

Is it the function of such documents as the 
Action Committee Report to cast doubts on the 
validity of genuine material? Or is it the work of 
members of the now defunct National Party still 
smarting at not being allowed back into the NF?

National Front supporter George Martin, a 40 
year old instrument inspector of Forest Road, 
Loughton, Essex, was fined a total of £70 for being 
in possession of an anti-personel gas cannister on 
September 19, at Old Street Magistrate Court. 

The charge was brought under section 5 of the 
1968 Firearms Offences Act. 

Martin was arrested in the Brick Lane area of 
East London, after a police officer had spotted him 
with a spray cannister. The officer had asked 
Martin what the cannister contained and was told 
“it’s only hair lacquer’, but when he pressed the 
spray button and inhaled the contents he passed 
out. 

’ When charged Martin claimed that he had the 
cannister for his own defence and had bought it 
in a pub. 

We wonder if by any chance George Martin 
drinks in the Bladebone, Bethnal Green Road?

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WHAT THEIR PAPERS SAY 





The National Front’s journal Spearhead has re- 
turned, in its August edition, to the issue of 
abortion. Its article, written by Terry Denville- 
Faulkner, provides an excellent outline of the NFs 
weltanschaung. 

First, the article makes crystal clear the con- 
nection, in the National Front’s mind, between 
their campaign against abortion and their bio- 
logically determinist view of human _ behaviour; 
the idea that people’s behaviour is determined 
exclusively by their race. This idea leads, of course, 
on the one hand to a belief in authoritarianism, 
in a caste “born to rule”: 


“It has been said’, the article states, “that the rapid 
decline of Great Britain is due in no small part to the 
corresponding decline in the quality of our leadership, 
Owing to our heavy losses in the two world wars. The 
Battle of Passchendale alone destroyed the prime of our 
leadership cadres, the men who would still be governing 
us and left us with the dross which now disgraces the 
seats of power. Time and nature, left to themselves, 
might have repaired this damage to our race, but the 
abortionist’s knife has already claimed more young 
Britons than both world wars.” 


The other side to the racial equation, of course, 
is that if the “leadership cadres” (who were not, in 
fact, that prominant among those who died in the 
Flanders trenches) should be encouraged to breed, 
then those who are supposed to be inevitably 
inferior should not: 


“A race which makes a practice of aborting its progeny 
is a race of lemmings; it is driven by a death-wish. The 
number of coloured abortions performed in this country 
is significantly small. Add to this factor the already 
disproportionately high coloured birthrate and _ the 
scalew are tilting ever more ominously against the 
ultimate survival of our race.” 


From this equation flows the rest: the references to 
“liberal pap”, attacks on the ‘‘Permissive Society”’, 
and the contempt for Women’s Liberation: 


““Many women... declare that the right to abortion is 
an essential part of women’s liberation, and so it certainly 
is — just as bogus and debasing as the rest of the lib 
movement, and, ultimately, just as defeminising.” 


And here, too, is the stringent support for 
the family, talk of pro-abortionists as ‘“‘political 
sewage’, and quotations from pre-War Fascist 
herald Oswald Spengler (author of The Decline 
of the West). 

There has been much talk over recent years 
about how the NF plans to widen its appeal, 
beyond anti-immigration, towards a total political 
package. They have attempted (and failed) to 
pursue this project by attacks on the Common 
Market, by advocacy of import controls, by 
trying to intervene in Ulster politics, by climbing 
(unsteadily and ironically) on to the “‘Law and 
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Order”? bandwagon. In fact, however it is not 
specific-issue politics which will lead the NF from 
the valleys of Hackney and West Bromwich on to 
the grassy uplands of Surbiton. It is the appeal 
contained in this article, the appeal to hierarchy, 
the promise to return to a clear and undisputed 
pecking-order in society, in which white is better 
than black, middle-class is better than working- 
class, male is better than female, and in which 
all these hierarchies and sub-hierarchies are un- 
challengable because they are genetically fixed. 
The NF’s hysteria about abortion, the family, and 
the Women’s Liberation Movement demonstrates 
its real potential purchase on the hearts and minds 
of those people who view change with alarm and 
despair: the quite literally reactionary vision of a 
re-created ‘‘Golden Age” in which hierarchy was 
certain. 

Of course this appeal is nonsense. It is historical 
nonsense (there was no such age) and it is biological 
nonsense. But it is a powerful appeal, and it has 
worked before. It worked when Adolf Hitler 
offered the German lower-middle-class the prospect 
that their hierarchies, their petty little superiorities, 
would be returned to them, in a new order that 
would wipe out 300 years of history, and return 
Germany to an organic, rural, feudally-certain 
society. 

At the end of Denville-Faulkner’s article, abor- 
tion is defined as “the Final Solution to the 
problem of European pre-eminence”. It is a sick 
irony, because while Hitler did not manage to 
recreate the organic social relations of the middle- 
ages in modern Germany, his racial determinism 
did reproduce medieval barbarism; indeed, it 
overtook it and created a new barbarism, with 
modern technology, which has no precedent in 
history. 

So is it any wonder that the Front are so keen to 
deny that Hitler’s Final Solution occurred? 


And, indeed, the Denial-of-the-Camps industry is 
alive and well and booming all over Spearhead. In 
the “‘News in Brief’? column, another plug is given 
to The Hoax of the Twentieth Century, the Holo- 
caust-denying book by Arthur Butz that is providing 
such sustenance to Nazis around the world. The 
Butz book is also referred to in a long article by 
South African ultra-right spokesman Ivor Benson, 
entitled “Liberalism’s technique of psychological 
warfare”. Benson describes Butz’s book as “‘one of 
the most potent works of historical revision’”’. And 
Benson then goes on to attack the recent Holocaust 
TV programme in the following terms: 


“This is not the place for an inquiry into the operations 
of the Germans’ alleged ‘genocide policy’’’ — note the 
combination of the “alleged” with the inverted commas! 
— ‘during the last war. However numerous, or however 
few, were the Jews who lost their lives, and however 
they died, this we know for sure: Whereas the rest of 
mankind have continued down the years to mourn their 
dead, place flowers on their war graves and raise monu- 
ments to their memory, the Zionists have expanded, 
multiplied and sublimated and projected their wartime 
dead as a weapon of psycho-political warfare never 
experienced before in history.” 


Benson goes on to allege that this project aims 
to “plant deeply in the minds of the people of the 
West an emotional alloy comprising sympathy for 
the Jews and feelings of guilt and responsibility for 
what was done, or supposed to have been done” 
(sic) ‘‘to the Jews’’. Further, he claims that: 


“With great skill, all this mind-conditioning was passed 
off as entertainment — an endless sucession of films, 
theatre plays, television programmes, newspaper and 
magazine articles, all designed to keep mankind’s nerves 
raw and exposed on this subject of the supposed suf- 
ferings of the Jews.” 


And thus, Holocaust: a “massive and most 
costly psychological warfare exercise’’, which has 
been “set in motion over the entire globe by 
Zionism’s network of innumerable clandestine 
organisations’, and which “depends on_ blind 
acceptance by the masses’’. 

Benson’s vicious article starts from a comment 
on a Washington Post exposé of the World Anti- 
Communist League as being infiltrated by Nazis 
and anti-Semites. Benson later refers in not un- 
glowing terms to the WACL-supporting paper 
Replica, and an issue of the same in which the 
Holocaust is discussed. 

For readers who may doubt the anti-Semitism 
and Nazism of the WACL, we would merely ask 
them to cast their eyes over the following paragraph 
from the Replica article (April 1978): 


“Holocaust is a film which seeks support for the Jews 
who already dominate many nations, in order to justify 
the atrocities that are being committed in the name of 
Judaism, as in the case of the Middle East; a film that 
tries to cast the Jews in the role of victims while they are 
presently controlling the Carter administration which 
favours the advance of .. . Jewish Communism.”’ 


Holocaust is further described as ‘Another 
Gigantic Jewish Propaganda Campaign to cover up 
their objectives of World Domination’’. 


The NF’s anti-Semitism appears elsewhere in the 
August Spearhead. We have Martin Webster, 
writing in his Troubleshooting column thus: 


“Many Gentile minds have been conditioned into 
’ accepting that to recount any fact, however true, which 
does not show Jewry in the best possible light is ‘anti- 
Semitism’. Things have got to the stage where Gentiles 
noawadays are even nervous about using the word ‘Jew’ 
at all without employing a flattering adjective . . . I 
sometimes think that successful Fleet St. hacks have 


learned by rote the pro-Semitic adjectives appropriate 
for describing Jewish persons of particular occupations 
rather as children used to learn multiplication tables.” 


And Webster concludes, sinisterly: 


“Is an ethnic group as powerful as this, whose funda- 
mental loyalty is not to Britain but to themselves ...to 
be ignored by a magazine that exists to speak up in 
defence of British interests.” 


The three other sections of Webster’s column are 
also taken up with attacking Jews, as is one of 
Spearhead’s editorials, headed ‘‘There are dissidents 
and dissidents”, which describes recently-jailed 
Russian dissidents Ginzburg and Scharansky as 
“Zionists and therefore special creatures”, whose 
trials were publicised because of the “‘all powerful 
machine of propaganda and diplomatic pressure 
working for them: the machine of International 
Zionism’’. 

We at Searchlight agree that there has been some 
selectivity in the West’s treatment of dissident 
Europeans. But there the agreement stops. Spear- 
head does not go on to cite, say, East German 
jailed Marxist Rudolf Bahro as an example of an 
ignored dissident. It goes on rather to cite a very 
different person: none other than Hitler’s deputy, 
Rudolf Hess. 


Another Spearhead editorial is of interest, because, 
once again, it demonstrates the NF’s increasingly 
ambiguous attitude to democracy. Taking as its 
excuse the Chilean-ordered aero engines at East 
Kilbride, Spearhead goes on to describe Chile as 
follows: 


“Chile is a country which in 1973 underwent a patriotic 
revolution as a result of which a treasonable Marxist 
government was kicked out, law and order restored and 
communism extinguished as an effective force for good 
and all.” 


Well, that says it. 


Finally from Spearhead, a neat little featurette on 
the ‘““Young Leaders who give our party a future”, 
one of whom is listed as John Roberts, “‘the fiery 
young NF candidate in the Thurrock (Essex) 
Parliamentary bye-election”, and, we are told, the 
NF’s man for Dagenham at the General Election. 

Well, “‘fiery” is the right word for Mr Roberts, 
though for reasons that Spearhead does not illu- 
minate. For, according to the Newbury Weekly 
News of 5 February 1970, Roberts was put on 
probation for two years for producing a spring 
knife in front of his wife Helen, and hitting her in 
the mouth. He was convicted as assaulting Mrs 
Roberts, of causing actual bodily harm, and 
possessing an offensive weapon. 

Fine young leaders, these. 
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THE OPEN 
SECRET OF 
RICHARD 
VERRALL 


As the National Front becomes increasingly blatant 
in its anti-Semitism, the following question can be 
asked: why doesn’t Richard Verrall, leading 
member of the NF National Directorate, admit 
to being the real Richard Harwood? 

In 1974 a booklet entitled Did six million 
really die? was published by the obscure Historical 
Review Press. Its theme was that the Nazi extermi- 
nation of the Jews never took place. The author 
was one ‘Richard Harwood’. 

As can be imagined, the booklet was an im- 
mediate hit with all those Fascist groups who are 
trying to resurrect the memory of Hitler. The 
English edition was soon followed by German, 
French and Dutch editions. 

There was a mystery about the identity of the 
author. At the time ‘Harwood’ wrote to the 
Daily Telegraph, admitting that he was using a 
pseudonym. He claimed that he did not dare reveal 
his true identity for fear of repercussions to his 
academic career at London University. 

Searchlight has always maintained that ‘Har- 
wood’ was in fact Verrall (see for instance Search- 
light, 31). 

Since the publication of Did six million, Verrall/ 
Harwood has graduated from London University. 
He has progressed into full-time employment with 
the NF. As an employer the Front is not exactly 
well-known for discriminating against anti-Semitic 
employees. 

Nevertheless Verrall continues to deny publicly 
the authorship of Did six million. When the Evening 
Standard named Verrall as author, he threatened 
legal action and the paper printed his denial. For 
obvious reasons Verrall never carried out his threat 
of legal action. 

Verrall has stuck to his denial even in the face of 
recent, and incontrovertible, evidence produced by 
Granada’s excellent World in Action programme on 
the Front. Using forensice evidence, Granada 
showed that the signatures of ‘Harwood’ and 
Verrall were written by the same person. Moreover 
‘Harwood’ and Verrall used the same typewriter. 
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If Verrall/Harwood can no longer be worried 
about his academic career, who does he continue 
with the pretence? 

It can’t be because the NF is embarrassed by the 
content of Did six million really die? The odious 
lies of the booklet are just the sort of thing which 
can be found regularly in the NF’s magazine 
Spearhead. 

In fact Spearhead has become increasingly 
obsessed about the Nazi exterminations since 
Richard Verrall became its editor, in February 
1976. 

For instance Spearhead in June 1976 carried a 
very favourable review of the book The hoax 
of the twentieth century by A.R. Butz. Like 
Harwood’s pamphlet this book tries to deny that 
the Nazi Holocaust occured. Writing in Spearhead, 
Verrall praised Butz’s work as ‘“‘a fascinating and 
important work of scholarship’’. 

In August 1977 Spearhead carried an interview 
with Butz. In this year’s June issue Verrall leaps to 
the defence of Butz. Most blatantly in the April 
1978 edition of Spearhead the extermination of six 
million Jews is called ‘“‘a fantastic tale’. The author 
(probably Verrall, although this piece is unsigned) 
concludes that the Holocaust is “‘a tall story... 
And indeed a number of scholars have come 
forward recently to say that they think it’s a load 
of old rubbish”’. 

In the latest Spearhead (July 1978) Verrall’s 
obsession surfaces again with a piece entitled 
“Holocaust Swindle”’. 

So again we are left wondering why Verrall 
doesn’t openly admit to authorship of Did six 
million really die? 

The reason in fact is quite simple. Did six 
million is such a crude and obviously incorrect 
piece of propaganda that it is proving an embarrass- 
ment. Even fanatical anti-Semites are finding its 
lies too obvious. 

It is too crude even for Butz, whose book is also 
published by the Historical Review Press. 

Earlier this year Butz attacked Harwood/Verrall 


in an American publication Voice of German 
Americans (no prizes for guessing what sounds this 
voice makes). 

Butz specifically went to town on an earlier 
anonymous book Myth of the six million. Although 
naturally agreeing with the conclusions of Myth, 
Butz lambasted it as a ‘“‘disastrously defective 
work’? which ‘“‘transcends mere weak scholarship”’. 
According to Butz (and here Searchlight is in 
the unusual position of agreeing with him), it is 
‘unforgiveably deficient in terms of the least 
demanding standards of scholarship that a sane 
man could admit”’. 

Here lies the problem for Verrall. He prides 
himself on his sanity; but parts of his Did six 
million die are taken straight from Myth of the 
six million. 

And so Butz goes on to fulminate against “‘the 
glaring errors in Harwood”’. 

For instance Harwood repeats the lie that the 


number of concentration camp victims was three 
hundred thousand victims. Even Butz acknowledges 
that this story is a complete fabrication, not based 
on a single shred of evidence. 

The reason Butz is so angry about such obvious 
fabrications is that they ‘“‘have the effect of driving 
the open-minded and discerning reader in the 
direction opposite to that intended. That is terrible”. 

Rather than downright fabrication (which can 
be exposed with little difficulty), Butz prefers 
twisting the truth in quite implausible directions. 
Not for him the Red Cross story which, according 
to Butz ‘Jewish critics in Britain had themselves 
a jolly time with”’. 

So Butz the new hero of the Nazis is intolerant 
of his competitors. ‘Harwood’ exits quietly from 
the scene; a quick change and Verrall’s in the 
audience applauding fervently the new hero, who 
holds the stage alone with yet another version of 
the same lie. 


International Red Cross claimed that the total 


Nazi Tries to 


Another fascist activist has been discovered 
attempting to infiltrate the Labour Movement. 
On this occasion it was the General and Municipal 
Workers Union in Sheffield and the infiltrator was 
none other than Joe Short, who had become a 
branch secretary at Whitbread’s brewery. 

Short was better known in another role in 1969 
when he, along with two others, was found guilty 
of arson against the local synagogue and received a 
suspended prison sentence. 

At the time of the incident Short was the 
National Student Organiser of the NF, (a post 
from which he was sacked after the event) and 
received his suspended sentence following a plea by 
two of his tutors from Cambridge, who described 
him as a brilliant student who should be allowed to 
continue his studies. 

This particular incident did little to dampen his 
enthusiasm for National Socialism and he was soon 
involved with the National Democratic and Freedom 
Movement, a violent Nazi group under the leader- 
ship of Eddie Morrison, forming a unit of the 
movement in the Clapham area. 

He was at that time working in Smithfield 
Market as an audit clerk but was recognised which 
resulted in people starting to look into his back- 
ground. But he quickly disappeared from the area 
after being questioned by the Special Branch. 

Short had a strong involvement with the occult 
and when he first moved to the London area 
visited one of the leaders of Column 88, Leslie 
Vaughan, and attended celebrations where an 
occult temple was set up to celebrate Hitler’s 
-birthday. One of the people Short used to claim as 
his “‘inspiration”’ was Peter Greenslade, a fanatical 
Nazi and it is claimed, a warlock, who celebrated 
occult rights at Stonehenge during Hitler cele- 
brations. In Nazi circles Greenslade is also known 
as the Mentor of Front Fuhrer Tyndal. Another

practitioner of the black arts with whom Short was 
involved was David Myatt who had something of a 
reputation for sacrificing cats. 

Another interest was in extra sensory perception 
and physic phenomena and Short is believed to 
have carried on correspondence with scientists in a 
number of countries on this subject. 

That is why the reports from Sheffield of his 
meetings with NF leader John Judge, where 
discussions were alleged to have taken place on the 
use of subliminals in education films for trade 
unionists cannot be lightly dismissed. 

We are informed by the General and Municipal 
Workers Union that Short is no longer a branch 
secretary and that they had also disciplined another 
member for racist activities. 

Short’s undetected work over a period in the 
union show once more the importance and attention 
shown by the fascist movement to securing a base 
in the Trade Unions.

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Dave Stevens Defence Committee Formed 


For the past decade the word Wolverhampton has 

been synonymous with racism. Powell may have 

fled to green pastures in the North of Ireland 
but his spirit lives on in Wolverhampton today. 

Although not particularly powerful in the city the 

National Front display their usual talent for 

bigoted thuggery: 

* 1975 — Alex Lyon visits Wolverhampton — two 
men are convicted for throwing eggs at him. One 
is Steven McNally — NF member and 1976 
election agent for the Blakenhall Ward. 

* 1976 — During the Coventry NE bye-election, 
Ron Davison (NF Candidate Wolverhampton 
1976) is convicted for assaulting a policeman. 
NF News says he was jailed for ‘fighting to 
defend an NF candidate from a red mob’. 

* 1977 — John Dutton, W-ton NF is fined £100 
for being in possession of an offensive weapon, 
to wit, a piece of wood with nails embedded in 
one end. He said he wanted, “‘something to hit 
out with’. See the report in Searchlight 31. 


These erstwhile “Aryan masters” also endeavour 
to display a literary flair. Witness this epistle 
marked by its patriotic and rational tone. It was 
signed simply, ‘The National Front’ and had a 
swastika at the masthead. 

“If we catch you thinking about white girls you de- 
generates and corrupt, then we shall sterilise you by 
projecting radium through the laserbeam as well on to 
your bollocks. We are looking for girls who think about 
black prick . . . if we catch them they will get some 
treatment from our laserbeam.”’ 

At the beginning of this year racist violence 
reached a peak. There were a score of reports of 
attacks on black people by white thugs — usually 
coming from a Triumph van. Several Asian shops, 
Sikh Temples and homes were arsoned. Two men, 
charged with threatening behaviour, were found to 
be in possession of Ku Klux Klan hoods. This 
followed reports of a car cruising the town, driven 
by men wearing such hoods. One of the men was 
Paul McNally, the son of NF election candidate 
Alice McNally. The attacks did not stop. Black 
youths were shotgunned walking down the street. 
Knife attacks were a regular occurrence. On 
August 8th one more man was convicted of a knife 
attack which even the judge admitted was “‘purely 


racist’” in motivation. es, 


Throughout this time the police seemed to do 
very little. An Independent Enquiry into racist 
attacks and police harassment in Wolverhampton 
received scores of sworn statements relating to 
police harassment and beating of black people. 
Detective Inspector Alan Firth told the local 
press, 

“In 14 years in Wolverhampton these are the first such 

allegations I have come across.” 

Anti-racists and anti-fascist in the town organised 
two demonstrations against racist violence. Both 
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the marches were large and orderly. The town’s 
Anti-Racist Committee had always held that whilst 
it would not refrain from exposing each and every 
case of racism within the Police Force it was not 
seeking street-confrontations with the police. In 
particular on the first march, despite numerous 
provocations from white youths, no anti-racists 
were arrested. However, on the second demon- 
stration on March 11th a man darted out of the 
crowd and attacked the demonstrators at the 
Town Library. A scuffle took place and Dave 
Stevens (W’ton Labour Party, Treasurer of the 
Anti-Racist Committee and its Police-Liason 
Officer) was arrested. Following this three black 
youths; David Hines, Paul Marsh and Darrel Free- 
man were also arrested. 

Dave Stevens in particular faces the possibility 
or heavy fines or prison. He was arrested on 
the march, not by local constables, but police 
officers, from a “Temporary Special Unit’ of the 
Handsworth Police (Birmingham) who had been 
cruising the town as a reserve force until they 
disembarked at the site of the incident about two 
minutes before it occurred. He has been charged 
with threatening behaviour, three assaults on 
police officers and a fourth count of assault 
causing actual bodily harm to a police Inspector. 
The NF are worried by anti-racist activities in one 
of their traditional strongholds. So much so that 
Dave Stevens was featured in last month’s Spear- 
head as ‘Degenerate of the month’ — after this his 
house was attacked and a brick hurled at him. But 
Dect. Inspector Alan Firth, said that there was no 
reason to suspect anything “‘sinister’’ behind these 
attacks. 

A defence committee has been set up and 
received widespread support. Amongst those 
sponsoring the campaign are the newly elected 
President of the AUEW Terry Duffy, Sam Clarke 
(Secretary Wolverhampton Trades Council), G. 
Poxton (Divisional Secretary FBU), B. Goodwin 
(No.7 Regional Secretary FBU), B. Price (AUEW/ 
TASS deputy national EC member), M. Ludmer 
(Editor Searchlight/President Birmingham Trades 
Council). J. Collingwood (convenor at Cannon 
Industries), the following members of Parliament 
Jo Richardson, Neil Kinnock, Renee Short, Bob 
Edwards, Joan Maynard, Dennis Skinner, Bruce 
George and Tom Litterick. Other sponsors include 
several members of the Wolverhampton Borough 
Council, a Methodist minister, Indian Workers 
Association, Sikh Temple, Akali Dal and the West 
Midlands Caribbean Association. 

The defence committee has published a pamphlet 
giving full details of the case which along with 
petition forms is available from the Wolverhampton 
Anti-Racist Committee Defence sub-Committee, 
c/o Wolverhampton Polytechnic Students Union, 
Stafford Street, Wolverhampton. 


The rise to power of the German Nazis was not an 
unfortunate accident which happened overnight. 
Nor was it the product of the unique personality of 
Hitler. The Third Reich had deeper, economic 
roots. 

This is the theme of Alfred Sohn-Rethel’s newly 
published Economy and Class Structure of Fascism 
(CSE Books, 159pp). 

Much of the interest in Sohn-Rethel’s book 
derives from his unique, and paradoxical, position 
in Nazi Germany. A dedicated Communist and 
opponent of fascism, Sohn-Rethel nevertheless 
was employed in one of the highest citadels of 
German capitalism, the ‘Mitteleuropdischer Wirt- 
schaftstag’. (MWT). 

From his office in the Bendlerstrasse, situated in 
the very heart of Berlin, Sohn-Rethel was able to 
observe the comings and goings of Germany’s 
financial and political elite. Much privileged 
information flowed through the offices of the 
MWT. 

Unknown to his colleagues at work, Sohn-Rethel 
had regular, and secret, contacts with a number of 
similarly highly-placed left-wingers. Information 
was compared and passed on. Since the newspapers 
rarely printed the truth behind events. Sohn-Rethel 
comments, “I think it is true to claim, without 
exaggeration, that our small group were among the 
best informed in the Germany of the 1930s’. 

And now for the first time Sohn-Rethel’s 
experiences have been translated into English. 

Above all, Economy and Class Structure of 
German Fascism is a theoretical examination of 
the economic origins of Nazism. Sohn-Rethel 
details the divisions within German capitalism — 
heavy producing industry versus manufacturing 
industry, the Junker agriculturalists versus ‘peasant’ 
farmers — and how fascism attempted to unite 
these differences. 

His argument is that monopoly capitalism by 
the 1930s was faced with problems which could 
not be solved by the supply-and-demand market 
forces. Instead, heavy industry needed a planned 
economy with artificial demands to stimulate 
production. In particular it sought a heavy arma- 
ments programme, hand in hand with economic 
expansion into the markets of Eastern Europe. 

Hitler’s concept of an organic state, his militarism 
and his vision of German conquests seemed to fit 
the industrialists’ bill perfectly. However, having 
set the beast in motion, the industrialists soon 
learnt it could not be tamed. The internal dynamics 
of fascism inevitably led to mass violence and war. 
The capitalists, who had helped Hitler to power, 
“were caught in the dialectic of contradictions that 
they could not avoid’’. 

Sohn-Rethel’s theoretical insights are enlivened

by his personal experiences and the tit-bits of 
information he was able to glean. His book contains 
fresh information on the way that Britain’s appease- 
ment policy started as early as 1933 when a firmer 
line might well have toppled the Nazi regime. 

Sohn-Rethel discusses his own role in writing 
articles about the relations between capitalism and 
Nazism in the Fihrerbriefe, the privately circulated 
magazine of top capitalists. He then leaked the 
articles to the Communist Party. Sohn-Rethel also 
has fresh, fascinating information about the quarrel 
between Hitler and SA leader R6hm. 

As Sohn-Rethel states in his preface, much of 
this type of information cannot be documented: 
“No documentation of such matters would survive, 
even if they ever existed”’. 

This is what makes a recent book by a young 
American historian so interesting. John A. Leopold 
in Alfred Hugenberg (Yale University Press, 1978, 
£12.60, 298pp) provides much documentation to 
complement the themes of Sohn-Rethel. 

Leopold’s book is ostensibly a biography of 
Alfred Hugenberg, the leading industrialist who 
served in, and was soon sacked from, Hitler’s first 
cabinet. Fascism demanded greater brutality than 
Hugenberg could provide. According to Sohn- 
Rethel, ‘‘G6ring held his cudgel over the heads of 
the peasant farmers in a way that Hugenberg could 
never have done”. 

By sifting his way painstakingly through the 
private correspondence and memoranda of leading 
German industrialists, Leopold has conformed 
many of Sohn-Rethel’s basic theses: he shows how 
the monopolists eased the Nazi route to power. 

In some ways Leopold goes further. Sohn-Rethel 
suggests that in the 1930s German capitalism had 
reached a crisis point, whose outcome could have 
been either communism or fascism. Leopold 
describes how fear of communism had guided the 
actions of men like Hugenberg for years. 

Since the turn of the century, the iron and steel 
magnates had been developing interests in the press 
and film industry. Their sole purpose was to win 
the minds of the masses to anti-communism. 
A right-wing, anti-communist and nationalist mass 
movement, to protect capitalist monopolies, had 
been long in their thoughts, before even the name 
of Hitler was known in Berlin. 

What both the Sohn-Rethel and Leopold books 
emphasise is the folly of those who thought that 
they could control fascism. And here might lie a 
moral for the present. Those, who contemplate 
‘borrowing’ some of the NF’s policies for immediate 
political advantage, should ponder on Germany’s 
swift descent into barbarism in the 1930s.

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LAST NP OUTPOST JOINS FRONT 


The last stronghold of the National Party recently 
voted to join the local branch of the NF. Victor 
Logan, prospective parliamentary candidate for the 
NP and party organiser said, “It is very unfair that 
the National Front is victimised and lied about in 
the way it is. By voting to join we have shown our 
supreme act of sympathy with the National Front”’. 
The local branch of the NF have made them very 
welcome, and were considering standing Logan as 
their own candidate. 


NF MOVE INTO ISLINGTON 

Islington CARF have been calling for supporters to 
help hand out leaflets at Chapel Market. They are 
worried that the Front were moving in there as a 
new recruiting ground after strong opposition has 
made it almost impossible for them to sell papers 
in Brick Lane. NF supporters have been turning up 
to the market in increasing numbers, sometimes 
with para-military uniform and union jack banners, 
trying to sell their papers and get support. Anti- 
racists in Islington are keeping a close watch on 
their activities and attending the market regularly, 
along with the local Anti-Nazi League. 


LUTON ANL COMPLAIN AT POLICE 

An ANL open meeting in Luton town centre was 
disturbed by police after a phone call from an NF 
member. About 20 ANL supporters were handing 
out leaflets and talking to passers-by about an anti- 
NF picket to be held the next day outside the 
library. The police arrived as soon as they received 
the complaint from David Jones, the local NF press 
officer, and moved the meeting away from the 
steps of the war memorial. The ANL chairperson 
Barbara Woolner said afterwards that the police 
“exercised their power ina partisan and threatening 
manner’. The meeting continued nearby in front 
of the town hall. John Gardner, District Labour 
Party chairperson, who was addressing the meeting 
said “In no way was anyone obstructed. The police 
action did not stop us from getting our message 
across to the public’”’. 


COUNCILS 


Tory-controlled Worthing Council voted to ban the 
NF from meeting in the Assembly Hall because of 
possible damage to people and property. 

In North Devon, where the District Council were 
being urged by NUPE branches and the Association 
for Racial Equality not to allow racialists to meet in 
council property, plans for a full debate were 
postponed at the last minute. At a suggestion from

one of the councillors to leave the matter to “‘lie 
on the table” till another day, members of the 
policy committee were very happy to put off 
making the decision on the ban. 

South Yorkshire County Council recently 
decided to ban the NF from council buildings, and 
the Sheffield Campaign Against Racialism were 
calling on the city council to follow suit. 


NO PLATFORM FOR RACISTS — PLAID CYMRU 
In Wales, several Plaid Cymru constituency com- 
mittees are to propose a motion at the party’s 
annual conference in October that councils and 
other institutions should be asked not to allow 
racists and fascists to use public meeting places. 
PC’s prospective parliamentary candidate for 
Llanelli said, “‘It is quite frightening to learn that 
these people are to contest parliamentary seats in 
Wales at the next general election and bring their 
evil message into our midst . . . Plaid Cymru must 
join with other political and social groupings to 
resist their attempts at creating racial tension in 
our country’’. 

Wales TUC have asked Ogwr Council to ban NF 
meetings in public buildings. 


TORIES — SOME DO AND SOME DON’T 
Richmond Conservative Party have warned the NF 
to keep out of Richmond in their local bulletin, 
Blueprint, in which they referred to the NF as 
“un-English fanatics”’. 

In Surrey however the Tory agent for Guildford, 
Mr Stewart, refused to sign a joint declaration 
against racism and the NF which had been drawn 
up by Labour’s prospective parliamentary candidate 
in Woking. The statement, which is called ‘The 
Case Against Racialism”, says that it is a basic 
internationally recognised right of every individual 
not to be discriminated against on the grounds of 
race, colour, creed or sex, and that “there must be 
no doubt that this is also basic to the policies of 
the three main political parties in this country”. 
Mr Stewart said that he was horrified at the idea of 
a league between the three parties. He said, “I feel 
just as strongly about the socialists as I do about 
the NF’’. 

But Mr George Dunk, a local Liberal candidate, 
said that he welcomed the idea of a united stand 
against racialism. But he said he could not sign 
unless a paragraph referring to repatriation even as 
a possibility was removed from the statement. 
He said he was totally opposed to the idea of 
repatriation and that he could not see the need to 
mention it as all the three parties had a different 
view. 


ASHFORD LIB-LAB SAY NO 

In Ashford, Kent, both the Liberal and Labour 
parliamentary candidates are refusing to share a 
platform with the NF candidate before the next 
election. 


TRADES COUNCIL PETITION 

Rotherham District Trades Council launched a 
public petition in an attempt to stop the local 
paper from giving advertising space to the NF and 
other fascists. The directors of H.Y. Garnett, who 
publish the paper the Rotherham Advertiser, have 
so far refused requests by the NUJ and the TC to 
stop printing the adverts. 


UNITED AGAINST FRONT 

In Kettering, Northants, the trades council called a 
meeting of all interested parties and organisations 
to unite in condemning NF activity in the town. 


SUPPORT FOR ANL 
The president of Peterborough Trades Council 
warned delegates that boredom was one of the 
main reasons why young people joined the NF. He 
said that NF members had distributed hundreds of 
leaflets in schools in Corby and Kettering in an 
attempt to attract school pupils before the summer 
holidays. 

Delegates at the same meeting voted to support 
the new Peterborough ANL. 


FRONT PORNOGRAPHY 

The formation of a YNF branch in Bromley has 
caused protest from the education committee there, 
on the grounds that there should be no involvement 
of extreme political groups with schools. One of 
the committee said that the heads of schools were 
responsible for dealing with NF interference and 
propaganda in the school grounds. 

Also in Kent, the NF were leafletting, with some 
success, a big grammar school in Folkestone. The 
headmaster banned all NF literature and said that 
he regarded it in the same way as pornography. 


YORKSHIRE VICAR ATTACKS RACISM AND 
FASCISM 

A vicar in Yorkshire has attacked the NF in his 
parish magazine saying that they are “racist, 
totalitarian, fascist, Nazi’. He also referred to a 
claim made by leading NF members that if they 
came to power they would “‘sweep out”’ all political 
priests. 

The Rev Michael Wright told his parishoners 
that it is their Christian duty to involve them- 
selves in politics and that it is no good ignoring the 
NF in the hope that they would go away. He said, 
“Christianity cannot be separated from politics, for 
politics is about the organisation of society and 


Christians have to make use of this to help establish 
the kingdom”. 


NF IN LABOUR CLUB 

Two members of a Preston Labour Club were 
ordered to appear before the committee after 
rumours were going round that they were associated 
with the NF. Both men, one a life-long trade 
unionist, denied active connections with the NF. 
Suspicion had arisen because of NF allegations 
of contacts within the club. 


SUDANESE STUDENTS IN RACIST ATTACK 
Three Sudanese students were threatened and 
chased by a gang of youths who said that they 
would ‘“‘string them up’’. The gang, who claimed to 
be NF members, were caught when they followed 
the students into the police station yard in Exeter. 
They all pleaded guilty to using threatening, abusive 
and insulting behaviour in a public place, but they 
were not actual members of the NF. 


PUB MANAGERS ATTACK NF 

Members of the National Association of Licensed 
House Managers are being warned that in many 
parts of the country landlords are being conned 
into allowing NF meetings in their pubs. 

In St. Helens, Liberal Party press officer Tony 
Kelly said, “I would call on all landlords to check 
if any organisations or new groups holding meetings 
at their pub are who they say they are. I am 
concerned that landlords may be conned into 
accepting a group into their pub when they would 
not accept them as the NF”. 

In Cambridge, members of the National Asso- 
cation of Licensed House Managers were warned 
against allowing NF meetings in their pubs after 
particularly violent incidents in London pubs 
Chairperson of the local branch of NALHM said, 
“IT don’t think there is any public house in the 
Cambridge area which allows NF meetings. I 
certainly would not tolerate it”’. 


NO FRENCH ALLOWED 

Members of the Front Nationale across the Channel 
might be put out to learn that being anti-French 
also qualifies for membership of the National 
Front in England. When a teashop owner in Arundel 
in Sussex displayed a notice warning French 
students to stay out, a representative from the 
local NF branch popped in to invite him to join 
them. Mr Rankin, who also owns an antique shop 
next to the tearooms said that he put the notice up 
after disruptive behaviour by French-speaking 
children. He said he thought they were under- 
occupied and unsupervised, and could not come in 
unless they were with someone who could speak 
English.
